Cecil have | 
said that the menace of death Langs 
over the world today and unless we | 
can find some way to protect our civ- | 
ilization it will be destroyed by | 
war. 

“There are those who refuse to see 
the danger of war. ‘There are those 
who contend that war is a natural 
thing. And there are others who say 
Providence will take care of us. I! 
would term those in the first group 
persons living in a ‘fool's paradise,’ 
those in the second group cynics, and 
those of the third group fatalists. 

“As I read the signs of the time, 
they indicate that wars in the future 
will be much more numerous, that 
wars in the future will be much more 
destructive than in the past, and that 
in the future men and women will 
have to share alike the nunhumanities 
of war. Wars also will be more gen- 
eral. 

“And I venture this prediction that 
there never will be ‘another European 
war in which the. United States will 
not participate. There are so many 
interests that are international today.” 

Paving a glowing tribute to Wood- 
row Wilson, his foresight in interna- 
tional affairs. his ideals, and his work 
in trying to establish world peace, he 
added: “But Mr. Wilson was repudi-

Death Toll of Rush-Hour 
Horror Unknown; Fear 
Several Perished in Pa- 
cific. 


MANY RESCUED 
“ BY OTHER SHIPS 


Women Scream for Help 
While Floundering in 
Churning Waters; Over- 
loading Blamed. 


San Francisco, February 17—(Unit- 
ed News.) —A ferry boat carrying 600 
passengers shipped water while travel- 
ing across San Francisco bay tonight 
and scores of men and women jumped 
or were swept into the water. 

Hours afterwards harbor police and 
officials of the Key system were witb- 
out an accurate check of the number 
missing or believed drowned, Some 
passengers insisted there were 60 or 
more persons in the water. Others 
thought there were only about 20 or 
30. No one knew definitely how many 
had been rescued. 

Estimates of Dead High. 

Estimates of the dead ran from 
none—the company’s belief—to as 
high as 20. But all such estimates 
were merely guesses. 

The boat was the Peralta, one of 
the newest of the company’s fleet of 
hav ferries. Water rushed aboard as 
the boat passed Goat island, in the 
center of the bay, and in the panic 
that ensued a sudden movement of 
passengers threw the bow forward 
and under water. 

By vigorous backing, the boat was 
righted. It had been proceeding from 
San Franciseo toward Oakland and 
most of the passengers were com- 
muters returning to their homes acrose 
the bay. 

Rescuers Hunt Bodies. 

For more than an hour after the ac- 
cident the ferries of the Key system, 
aided by police craft and other ves- 
sels that rushed to the aid of the Pe- 
ralta, roamed the vicinity, in search of 
bodies of possible victims. 

As a result of this maneuvering 
thousands of men and women were 
stranded on the side of the hay away 
from their homes. ‘Throughout the 
night other ferries and all. harbor 
eraft detoured about the spot where 


| the accident occurred while small po- 


lice boats patrolled the waters in the 
hunt for bodies. A search of Goat 
island, 100 yards distant, failed to 
show that any of the passengers 
swam there. 

The boat was riding low and a 
heavy swell off Goat island sent water 
swishing along the decks. 

Ferry Nearly Overturned. 

Panie ensued. Men yelled. Women 
screamed. Others rushed to the al- 
ready sinking end, fearing that the 
boat would go down. The additional] 
weight sank the front lower and it

LAST DAUGHTER’S DEATH ENDS BAN ON CHICAGO PLOT 


From Costliest Pasturelands 


Chicago, February 17.—(United 
News.)—The million-dollar “cow 


pasture’ soon may become a row of 


modern apartment houses, 

The strange terms of a will that 
has kept the pasture bare, except for 
grazing grass for a few cows, now are 
broken by death. For years the beirs 
of John H. Dunham, pianeer Chi- 
cagoan, had heen prevented’ from 
selifng or improving the square block, 
becuuse Dunham saw the future de- 
velopment of Chicago. 

“The cow pasture,” a 10-acre field 
located in the center of the south side 
residential district, is only a part of 
an estate, now valued at several mil- 
lions of dollars, that is released from 
Dunham's will provisions. 

The pioneer died in 1893, but the 
terms of his will prohibited transfer 
or improvement of the properties un- 
til all his children had died. Miss 
Mary Virginia Dunham, SO, the last 
of his children, was buried today. 


The old “Dunham place” on Mich- 
igan boulevard, only remaining rem- 
nant of the famous “Terrace row.” is 
doomed to destruction. 

An old three-story brick residence, 
standing oddly among the skyscrapers 
along the busy boulevard, soon may 
he the site for a 40-story hotel. The 
Congress hotel owners now have all 
the property in the block except the 
Dunham piece and they probably 
will purchase the home and lot, it 
was reported. 

The Dunham’ ownership of the 
property dates back beyond the civil 
war. It has been held intact through 
all these vears. 

Miss Dunham, whose death released 
the property for sale, was buried from 
the old homestead. Several grand- 
children and great-grandchildren, who 
attended the funeral, will profit by 
the foresight of Dunham's wisdom. 
The “Dunham place” and the “cow 
pasture” are only part of the famous 
estate.

MISSIONARY IS HORRIFIED BY, DISCOVERY 


Dancing African Native Steps 


London, February 17.—(United 
News.)—The Rev. A. E. Guest, of Qui- 
bocolo, West Central Africa, has spent 
a lifetime teaching natives of darkest 
Africa to abandon certain suggestive 
dances. He has just come to London 
to learn that civilization is doing the 
very steps which he has asked the na- 
tives.to omit from their repertoire. 

“Each kick and each wriggle of 
these dances has its own particular 
meaning,” the Rev. Guest explained, 
“and I feel certain that if British 
dancers had any idea of these mean- 
ings they would never dance the hee- 
bie-jJeebie or the black botton again. 
Immorality among the natives is the 
most serious problem that confronts 
the missionary in Africa today. One 
of the chief reasons for the prevalence 
of this immorality is the performance 
of dances similar to the black bottom. 


| 


“The black bottom dance which I 
saw performed by scores of young 
people at a London dance hal) is noth- 
ing more nor less than adaptation of a 


native African dance, the meaning of 
which is too horrible to describe.” 

The Rev. Guest hastened to explain 
his theory: “Until he becomes of a 
certain age, an African boy is not al- 
lowed to mix with girls. On attaining 
what the tribe considers his manhood, 
he goes through an initiation. 

“This takes the form of a dance ex- 
actly like the black bottom, which is 
performed by men wearing grotesque 
masks. Its actual meaning must be 
left to the imagination. 

“When this dance is over, the youth 
goes and takes as many ‘wives’ as he 
wants, thirty being about the usua! 
number.”

Embodying the report at a confer- 
ence in January of the leading steam- 
ship men of the country, the board, 
declared that none of the proposed 
bills provide all the legislation neces- 
sary to meet the present requirements 
of the merchant marine act. A com- 
bination of the best features of the 
Jones, Copeland, Wood and White 
bills was suggested. 

Point Out Benefits. 


Assuming that there is no prospect 
of congress enacting subsidy legisla- 
tion, the board said that if congress 
is content with carrying out the mer- 
chant marine act to transfer the gov- 
ernment owned vessels to private own- 
ers, meanwhile providing for vessel 
replacement and new construction, the 
adoption of certain indirect aids would 
prove effective. 

The aids suggested by the board in- 
cluded a reaffirmation of the national 
policy to establish and maintain a 
permanent merchant marine; transfer 
to privately owned American vessels 
of business now handled by army and 
navy transports: provision for the 
creation of a merchant marine naval 
reserve and the establishment of an 
insurance system which would place 
American vessels on an equality with 
foreign vessels.

The Day in Finance 


Cut tn Federal Reserve Rate 
Fails to Stop Bear Stampede. 
General Motors Increases Prof- 
its 20 Per Cent: Only One 
Business in Three Making 
Money. 


New York, February 17.—Some 20 
or more leading stocks opened from a 
fraction of a point to a point and a 
half higher on the overnight or news 
of the weekly decrease of $15,000,000 
im brokers’ loans and the high record 
earnings for General Motors. How- 
ever, this good news and the higher 
opening was used by those who wanted 
to sell stocks. Heavy liquidation start- 
ed shortly after the opening, continu- 
ing until noon, when it was checked 
by a drop in the call money rate to 


'41-4 per cent against the opening of 


41-2. Heavy selling, however, again 
developed. 

Today’s selling of stocks had more 
of the appearance of real liquidation 
by tired and discouraged holders than 
at any time since the federal reserve 
bank at Chicago surprised the market 
by raising its rediscount rate from 
31-2 to 4 per cent. The Chicago re- 
discount rate was advanced after the 
close of the stock market on January 
294 and was followed by a similar ad- 
vance in the rate of ten other reserve 


banks. 
U. S. Banks Blamed. 

Holdings of government securities by 
the 12 federal reserve banks increased 
$7,000,000 during the past week. Since 
the beginning of the year until the past 
week there had been heavy selling of 
government securities in the open 
market by the reserve banks. this sell- 
ing partly accounting for the former 
rates for money. This heavy selling of 
government securities by the reserve 
banks was beginning to influence the 
bond market. The government is plan- 
ning, it is understood for a substan- 
tial amount of refunding around the 
middle of March. It is possible that 
this overhanging government refunding 
bad something to do with the reversal 
of the policy of the reserve banks this 
past week in buying government se- 
curities in the open market instead of 
continuing to sell. 


Another important change in the 
weekly federal reserve svstem state- 
ment was the increase of $22,000,000 in 
holdings of discounted bills. It is 
frankly admitted in Wall street bank- 
ing circles that the existing high level 
of brokers’ loans is largely responsible 
for increased borrowings of member 
banks from the federal reseve banks. 

Steel Sets Low Mark. 

General Motors’ gross earnings of 

$1,269,000,000 for 1927 were $211.,- 


000,000 or 20 per cent above 1926 and 
the highest for any American corpora- 
tion or any other corporation in peace 
times. The company’s high record net 
of $235,000.000 compares with the 
$164,000,000 reported for 1927 by the 
Steel corporation and with the high 
war-time record net of $533.000,000 
reported by the Steel corporation for 
1916. 

Steel common made a new low to- 
day for this movement. Part of to 
day's selling of Steel common was at- 
tributed to yesterday's Steel Trade 
News that orders for steel products 
were. coming in slower and that the 
real test of the recent increases in 
selling prices is stil] ahead. Investors 
and speculators who took profits be- 
fore the decline in the stock market 
started and hence are now in the for- 
tunate position of having cash instead 
of securities selling below their purt- 
chase price are keeping a close watch 
on the market action of Union Vla- 
cific. It is understood in usually well- 
informed qyarters that the companys 
executive committee of directors are 
working on a plan of segregating some 
of the company’s treasury assets 
These very handsome free treasury 2% 
cets accumulated in the time of E. H 
Harriman. There was some talk of 
a segregation shortly before Harti- 
man died in September 1909. 

It is likely that the Union Pacific 
secregating plans now being worke 
out may not become effective before 
the end of this year. Union Pacific, 
however, is considered a good buy in 
usually well informed quarters as 
as soon as the stock market as 
whole shows signs of scraping on 
bottom from the readjustment now 
going on in brokers’ loans. Atchison 
is another stock that is being closely 
watched by investors and speculators 
with cash on hand. 

President Whiteside of the newly- 
formed wool institute explained that 
the object of the association was to 
have members adopt a uniform sys- 
tem of figuring costs, file statistics, 
limit stocks to 30 days’ supply, manu- 
facture only against orders, to have 
one set of prices and stick to it, ete. 
Various industries, including _ steel. 
oil, cotton manufacturing, already 
have an institute. The soft coal trade 
is planning to have one. ‘The anthra- 
cite operators have had a trade as- 


sociation for years. Most lines of 
trade today have an association of 


one sort or another. The object of 
the wool institute as set forth by 
President Whiteside again raises the 
question as to whether or not these 
trade associations are violating the 
Sherman act which prohibits a com- 
bination in restraint of trade. 


Only One-Third Page. 


This question is answered by Wil- 
liam J. Donovan, assistant to the at- 
torney general in talking with repre- 
sentatives of the chemical industry 
who went to Washington to get a 
first-hand ruling on the Sherman act. 
Donovan said the ultimate factor in 
meeting competition must be “intelli- 
gent conduct of business,” adding: 
“Cooperation in industry is not for- 
bidden and it has been pointed out 
by the supreme court that the Sher- 
man law did not intend to place a 
penalty upon intelligence in business. 
It is clear under their decisions that 
associations of competitors in any. par- 
ticular line of commerce which have 
solely for their purpose the collection 
and dissemination of statistical infor- 
mation on exact existing conditiuns 
and past transaction? do not violate 
the anti-trust laws. It is only when 


\the collection and dissemination of in- 


formation and its subsequent discus- 
sion leads to agreements as to prices, 
customers and allocation of territory 
that the entire combination falls with- 
in the provisions of the Sherman law. 
Such conduct is forbidden for the very 
reason that persons and = concerns 
agreeing to the imposition of arbitrary 
conditions must always submit them- 
selves to the will of others. That 
condition finds no favor in the law 
and should. find no favor in the com- 
mercial life of this country. It sub 
ordinates just ambition, initiative and 
energy to an immediate monetary 
profit.” 

Certainly conditions in the steel and 
oil industries which have the oldest 
and best-known institutes do not indi- 
eate that there has been fixing of 
prices, customers or territory. What 
an intelligently and legally 
trade institute attempts to do to 
teach its members that unintelligent 
over-production and price-cutting is an 
economic crime which wastes the na- 
tion’s resources without benefit even 
to the consumer. 

According to accepted — statistics 
somewhere in the neighborhood of one- 
hird of the companies or individuals 
engaged in any line of: business make 
money, one-third about breaks even 
with the other third losing money. 
Those in the two classes last named 
are in the last analysis wasting the 
nation’s resources. What intelligent-
